First Fatal Clash 
Is Repo rted Alo ng 
Bo rder Between 
Ho nduras, Nicaragua 


MANAGUA, Nica ra g ua (AP 
— President Luis So mo za 
a nd o ther to p Nica ra g ua n 
o fficia ls h e l d 
emerg ency 
ta lks thro ug ho ut the nig h 
o n the first fa ta l cla sh re 
po rted in Nica ra g ua ’s bitter 
bo rder dispute with Ho ndu 
ra s. 
So mo za, who to o k o ffice y ester­ 
day fo r a six -y ear term, to ld an 
inauguratio n 
audience o f. 45,000 
that Ho nduran fo rces attacked the 
village o f Mo co ro n in the fro ntier 
zo ne, killing 25 Nicaraguan so l­ 
diers. Officials later said 35 Nic­ 
araguans had been killed. 
So mo za 
said 
five 
Ho nduran 
planes strafed a Nicaraguan po st 
during the attack. He warned that 
if Ho nduras co ntinued what he 
called its “aggressive” attitude, 
the “who le o f Nicaragua and the 
natio nal guard will kno w ho w to 
defend its natio nal integrity .” 
A statement fro m the Ho nduran 
go vernment in Tegucigalpa said 
Mo co ro n had been “recaptured” 
by Ho nduran fo rces and there had 
been casualties. 
Tensio n gripped Managua. Ra­ 
dio statio ns bro adcast denuncia­ 
tio ns o f Ho nduras and repo rted 
the names o f vo lunteers fo r mili­ 
tary duty . Yo uths raced thro ugh 
the streets in a wave o f patrio tic 
fervo r. 
So mo za held co nferences with 
his bro ther, the army chief o f 
■taff, Gen. Anastasio So mo za Jr.; 
o ther high ranking military o ffi­ 
cers, and Cabinet members. He 
also met with U.S. Ambassado r 
Tho mas E. Whelan. 
In Tegucigalpa, the Ho nduran 
go vernment said its air fo rce units 
had recaptured Mo co ro n and that 
the “first Ho nduran hero es fell." 
It gave no details. 
One repo rt said Ho nduran planes 
were sent to the area after wo rd 
was 
received 
that 
Nicaraguan 
planes had flo wn to the regio n to 
suppo rt Nicaraguan gro und fo rces. 
Ho nduras has charged that 50 Nic­ 
araguan so ldiers invaded the ter­ 
rito ry H claims AprU 19 . 
Earlier, the bo rder situatio n ap­ 
peared to be co o ling o ff. Nicara­ 
gua had canceled o rders mo biliz­ 
ing reserves and mo ving tro o ps 
to the bo rder. 
Sho rtly befo re his inauguratio n 
So mo za o rdered a message sent 
to all o ther American go vern­ 
ments declaring Nicaragua’s po l­ 
icy is based o n no naggressio n. In 
his inaugural speech he pledged 
his go vernment to seek a so lutio n 
o f all pro blems thro ugh “pacific” 
means.

WASHINGTON (iPU-Secretary o f 
Agriculture Benso n declared to ­ 
day that majo r pro visio ns o f pres- 
dent. farm laws art failures. He 
appealed to Co ngress fo r better 
pro grams, but made no speicific 
suggestio ns. 
The secretary vo iced criticism 
o f cro p co ntro l measures enacted 
in the late 19 30s and subseq uently 
mo dified, and o f the flex ible price 
suppo rt pro gram enacted in 1954 
at the urging o f President Eisen­ 
ho wer and himself. 
While o ffering no specific pro ­ 
po sals fo r impro ving farm aid 
pro grams, Benso n gave a wo rd o f 
praise to tho se pro visio ns in pres­ 
ent laws which give him wide lee­ 
way in setting price suppo rts o n 
a large number o f co mmo dities. 
He set fo rth these views in a 
letter to Chairman Ellender (D- 
La) 
o f 
the 
Senate 
Agriculture 
Co mmittee. He said they were 
made in respo nse to an invitatio n 
fro m Ellender that he “co nsider 
so me o f the impo rtant pro blems 
arising under ex isting price sup­ 
po rt legisltio n.” 
Benso n said a “techno lo gical ex ­ 
plo sio n” o ccurring o n American 
farms 
is 
making 
o bso lete 
the 
present co ntro l and price suppo rt 
pro grams as they pertain to the 
designated “basic” cro ps — co t­ 
to n, co rn, wheat, rice, peanuts 
and to bacco .

His o pinio n, made at the req uest 
o f the co urt, fo llo wed the filing o f 
a petitio n by the city to have the 
pro perty remo ved fro m the assess­ 
ment lists as o f April 1. the date 
the pro perty changed hands, o n 
the basis that the city is a tax - 
ex empt agency . 
The city ’s petitio n also stated 
that the o ld water co mpany agreed 
to fo o t the tax bill fo r the first 
three mo nths o f the y ear by de­ 
ducting appro x imately that amo unt 
fro m the purchase price o f the 
pro perty .

The Misso uri Ho use appro pria­ 
tio ns co mmittee last night appro v­ 
ed, with the ex ceptio n o f o ne item, 
all o f an o mnibus bill pro viding 
$449 ,500 fo r impro vements at the 
Misso uri State Fair. 
The bill must no w go befo re the 
full Ho use and the Senate. 
The ex ceptio n was the deletio n 
o f the pro po sed Yo uth Building, 
rejected o n the basis that no new 
co nstructio n sho uld be started this 
y ear. 
The items appro ved were: 
Ho g barn, $200,000; track impro ­ 
vements, $78,500; wiring, $60,000; 
finishing the sheep barn $55,000; 
warm-up pen fo r the ho rse sho w 
and changing the lo catio n o f the 
carnival gro und, $16,000; and pur­ 
chase o f 60 acres o f gro und fro m 
Clinto n Muller, 
SedaHa, 
$40,000. 
Muller’s land is lo cated at the 
so uthwest c o r ne r 
o f the fair­ 
gro unds. 
Also included in the bill was ap­ 
pro val o f the pro po sed co nstruc­ 
tio n o f a new Misso uri Emplo y ­ 
ment Security o ffice building o n 
the no rth side o f Fifth between 
Lamine and Massachusetts. The 
pro perty has already been purchas­ 
ed by the state, thro ugh federal 
amo rtizatio n, fro m Mr, and Mrs. 
H. G. Ihrig. P is lo cated between 
the Old Misso uri Ho mestead and 
the Mid-Co ntinent Who lesale Co . 
The co mmittee also appro ved a 
bill autho rizing the ex penditure o f 
$125,000 fo r the purchase o f pro p­ 
erty by Central Misso uri State Co l­ 
lege, Warrensburg, and $60,000 fo r 
additio nal perso nal services 
re­ 
q uired this y ear at the co llege. 
The pro perty in q uestio n is a resi­ 
dential sectio n ly ing between the 
main campus and the o utly ing, 
newer additio ns to the co llege.

JEFFERSON CITY t ^ A bill to 
let bigger trucks o perate in Mis­ 
so uri co ntinued to stir up a sto rm 
o f wo rds as the Senate passed and 
sent it to the Ho use in its first 
night sessio n o f the y ear jast 
night. 
The Senate wo rked until after 
11 p. m. after spending almo st two 
ho urs o n the bill to let trucks up 
to 50 feet lo ng and weighing up to 
64,650 po unds use Misso uri ro ads 
witho ut pay ing ‘ any ex tra fees. 
Present limits are 45 feet and 
60,010 po unds. 
Ano ther bill—to Increase tlie to p 
fees fo r the biggest o ver-the-ro ad 
haulers fro m $600 to $700 and the 
to p fo r lo cal trucks fro m $200 to 
$225—was repo rted favo rably by 
the Ro ads and Highway s Co m­ 
mittee a few ho urs befo re the “big 
truck” bill passed. 
The fee increased is ex pected to 
be ready fo r debate nex t week. If 
the Senate fails to raise the fees 
o n the bigger trucks. Sen. Leo J. 
Ro zier (R) o f Perry ville pro mised 
an effo rt wo uld be made to do 
that in the Ho use.

o nly six senato rs were present. 
The final vo te sending the bill 
to the Ho use was 25-4. 
Earlier the Ro ads and Highway s 
Co mmittee had appro ved a co n­ 
tro versial speed limit bill after 
altering a Ho use versio n sharpuly . 
As it came o ut o f co mmittee, 
bill calls fo r a flat 70 mile an 
ho ur limit o n dividend highway s 
and 65 miles an ho ur o n all o ther 
ro ads day and night. Driving so 
slo wly as to inipede traffic also 
co uld result in arrest. 
Missing fro m the bill was 
Ho use 
appro ved 
“prima 
facie” 
clause—designed to let an o ffend­ 
er sho w in co urt that the fact he 
was ex ceeding the speed limit did 
no t necessarily co nstitute careless 
and reckless driving. 
Also passed and sent to the 
Ho use were bills to : 
Raise the wo rkmen’s co mpensa­ 
tio n pay ment fo r permanent to tal 
disability fro m $35 to $37.50 a 
week and liberalize so me benefits 
fo r specific injuries. 
Let merchants detain perso ns 
suspected 
o f sho plifting 
witho ut 
making themselves subject to suit 
fo r false arrest. Sen. Arkley W. 
Frieze (R) o f Carthage pro tested 
that the bill was “chipping away 
at o ur civil liberties,”

Dulles said Eisenho wer instruct­ 
ed him to tell the N.ATO Co uncil 
that no changes are co ntemplated 
in .American plans as disclo sed to 
NATO last December.

Dan Saults, who was named as­ 
sistant director for the Consert'a- 
tion Commission last Friday . April 
26, may be considered by Sedalians 
as a local boy to whom they may 
pcint with pride. Many west-cen­ 
tral Missourians will remember the 
bucolic country weekly that ex pired 
q uietly in 1942 - unnoticed ex cept, 
for the many who avidly followed! 
the vig orous editorial pag e of the 
Knob Noster Gem. It was the same 
Dan Saults. who published the Gem 
and who g ained renown for his 
vig orous w'riting s in that paper. 
Saults was born Charles Daniel 
Saults to Charles L. and Alberta 
Elliott Saults, both natives of Knob 
Noster, back in 1912. Both his par­ 
ents still reside there, as do two 
brothers. ------- 
He g rew up in that neig hboring i 
community and 
g raduated 
from, 
the local hig h school at 16. He 
embarked on a colleg e career that^ 
beg an with two y ears at Central; 
State in Warrensburg , and ended 
after an additional two y ears lo the 
Missouri 
University 
journalism 
•chool. IMiile at Missouri Univer­ 
sity he roomed with Kenneth Love, 
present business manag er of The 
Democrat-Capital. 
Following colleg e, Saults spent 
the req uired servitude at then near- 
starvation 
wag es 
in 
newspaper 
work during the depression y ears 
in Kansas City . In 1934 he boug ht 
the Knob Noster Gem. to become 
the 
state’s 
y oung est 
newspaper 
publisher. He immediately espous­ 
ed an editorial policy that g ot him 
embroiled in verbal duels with 
other country editors, but which 
broug ht him a measure of fame. 
Editorials from the Gem were 
widely reprinted, 
and

There seems to be n o more than tepid 
in terest tod ay in a sea voy age which 337 
y ears ago was a bold ad ven ture. 
In the cartoon to the right on e might 
imagin e the Nautilus captain ’s compan ­ 
ion a n ewspaper reporter an d both gaz­ 
in g with a feelin g of n ostalgia at the full 
sailed May flower II, exclaimin g; “Those 
were the good old d ay s.” 
In 1620 w^hen the first May flower set 
out on its fateful voy age the passen gers 
w’ere in d eed ad ven turers, call them es­ 
capists if y ou w'ill. 
Nevertheless they 
were men an d women seekin g a freer 
life an d willin g to face un kn own d an ­ 
gers by breakin g con tact with all man ­ 
kin d un til lan d in g on a n on e too hospit­ 
able shore to accomplish great thin gs. 
The home folks in En glan d had n o way 
of kn owin g the d estin ation was success­ 
fully reached un til the May flower com­ 
pleted its roun d trip of man y mon ths. 
The d uplicate or on e-way voy age of 
the sturd y little May flower II was given 
a fair play in the world press last mon th, 
but what would mod ern n ewspapers 
have d on e with the story of the sailin g 
in 1620. 
Perhaps big head lin es even 
though the elemen ts of later d evelop­ 
men ts could n ot be foreseen . Who then 
could have kn own about a Ply mouth 
Rock or the harsh con d ition s the Pil­ 
grims were to face n ot on ly in the cross­ 
in g but in their n ew' home where their 
performan ce in subsequen t pages of his­ 
tory was to reflect sacrifice for the id eal 
of freed om.

The closest parallel in recen t times was 
the “Lon e Eagle” Lin d bergh’s first flight 
across the Atlan tic to Paris. Newspapers 
emblazon ed this d arin g ad ven ture while 
the world waited breathlessly for its cul­ 
min ation . Here was history in the mak­ 
in g, too. 
Certain ly there is d rama in the voy ­ 
age of the May flower II which when 
an chored off Ply mouth, Massachusetts, 
will become an in spiration for presen t 
an d future gen eration s who climb on 
board . 
Un like the first May flower the presen t 
tin y ship keeps con tact with the world 
by mean s of rad io commun ication , an d 
n o d oubt en coun ters man y huge vessels 
on the ocean ’s mod ern traffic way to 
alleviate fear an d lon esomen ess, provid ­ 
in g, of course, the passen gers d id n ’t 
smuggle aboard a television set. 
Sin ce the tin y ship sailed out of sight 
of the En glish coast there has been 
scarcely a word of her un til Tuesd ay 
when a six-lin e item out of Lon d on n oted 
that the May flower II had reported by 
rad io it was about 500 miles west of the 
Straits of Gibraltar, travelin g at a speed 
of SIX an d on e-half kn ots toward the 
Azores. 
The casiialn ess w ith w'hich the presen t 
voy age is bein g treated , as on e scarcely 
in the ad ven ture classification , may well 
cause mod ern marin ers to y earn “for the 
good old d ay s,” when hard y Pilgrims 
sought faith’s pure shrin e to try the fair 
ad ven ture of tomorrow aboard “the sim­ 
ple May flower of the salt-sea mead .”

Can the Go v ernment Fo rce 
Me to Sell My Pro perty ? 


In this period of highway con ­ 
struction an d other public improve­ 
men ts. the an swer to that question 
is importan t to man y .Missourian s. 
The govern men t can force in d i­ 
vid uals to part with their property 
when it is n ecessary “for public 
use.” This is the power of govern ­ 
men t called "emin en t d omain ” an d 
more 
gen erally 
referred 
to as 
“con d emn ation .” Private property 
can be “con d emn ed ” an d the own ­ 
er forced to part with it to a mun i­ 
cipality , coun ty , state, or the fed ­ 
eral govern men t for public uses, 
such as public build in gs, schools, 
parks, highway s, streets, an d oth­ 
ers. 
In some cases, property can 
also be con d emn ed for use of cer­ 
tain private corporation s such as 
railroad s, power lin e compan ies, 
pipe lin e compan ies, an d other 
utilities. 
But, in an y case, y our property 
can be taken on ly by “d ue process 
of law” an d after pay men t to y ou 
of “just compen sation ” as either 
agreed upon by y ou an d the con ­ 
d emn in g agen cy or as d etermin ed 
un d er court proceed in gs. 
Suppose the lan d on which y our 
home stan d s is n eed ed for a state 
highway , here is the gen eral step- 
by -step proced ure: 
1. The State must attempt to 
agree with y ou upon the compen ­ 
sation , if an y , to be paid . 
2. If y ou can n ot agree upon the 
compen sation , the State then files 
a petition with the circuit court 
askin g that y our property be con ­ 
d emn ed for the public use proposed 
3. If the court fin d s that the 
State is en titled to con d emn y our 
property , the jud ge appoin ts three 
commission ers 
to 
appraise 
the 
value of the lan d taken , or d amage 
to lan d n ot taken , to be paid to 
y ou. 
4. 'These commission ers will view 
the property an d may , if they so 
d esire, listen to such facts an d 
opin ion s as others may have con ­ 
cern in g the value of the property 
taken or d amaged , an d will then 
file with the court their report set­ 
tin g out what they con sid er the 
just compen sation to y ou. 
The 
State is en titled to take possession 
of the property at an y time after 
the amoun t of the commission ers’ 
award is paid in to court for y ou. 
5. Either y ou, as the property 
own er, or the State, if d issatisfied 
with the amoun t fixed by the com­ 
mission ers, may file exception s 
with the court an d request a trial 
by jury . 
6. 
The jury then d ecid es the 
amoun t to which y ou are en titled . 
As in an y trial, either y ou or the 
con d emn in g 
authority 
has 
the 
right to request a n ew trial an d 
to appeal the award -or verd ict in 
con d emn ation to a higher court. 
The statutory proced ure for con ­ 
d emn ation d iffers accord in g to the 
id en tity of the con d emn in g author­ 
ity , whether it be the Fed eral,
